AN RESOLUT I ON ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING COOK COUNTY 
TO COLLECT A FEE TO FINANCE ITS 
PEER OR TEEN COURT 

WHEREAS, on August 10, 2004, the Illinois General Assembly enacted Public 
Act 093-0892 (“Public Act”); and 

WHEREAS, the Public Act amends Section 5-1101 of the Counties Code (55 
ILCS 5/5-1101) which enables a county board to enact by ordinance or 
resolution additional fees to finance the county’s court system; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to such amendment of the Counties Code, the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners grants authorization to the Clerk of the Circuit 
Court of Cook County to collect the fee as described in Section (e) of 55 ILCS 
5/5-1101; and 

WHEREAS, Public Act 093-0892 is effective as of January 1,2005. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLV E D ORDAINED . AS FOLLOWS: 

Beginning on January March 1, 2005, the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Cook 
County shall collect a mandatory fee of $5.00 to be assessed as provided in 
this r e so l ut i on ordinance . Assessments collected by the Clerk of the Circuit 
Court of Cook County pursuant to this r e so l ut i on ordinance must be deposited 
into an account specifically for the operation and administration of a teen court, 
peer court, peer jury, youth court, or other youth diversion program. The Clerk 
of the Circuit Court of Cook County shall collect such fees and must remit the 
fees to the teen court, peer court, peer jury, youth court, or other youth 
diversion program monthly, less 5%, which is to be retained as fee income to 
the Office of the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Cook County. The fees are to be 
paid as follows:

WHEREAS, on August 23, 2004, the Illinois General Assembly enacted Public 
Act 093-0992 (“Public Act”); and 

WHEREAS, the Public Act amends Section 5-1101 of the Counties Code (55 
ILCS 5/5-1101) which enables a county board to enact by ordinance or 
resolution additional fees to finance the county’s court system; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to such amendment of the Counties Code, the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners grants authorization to the Clerk of the Circuit 
Court of Cook County to collect the fee as described in Section (d-5) of 55 
ILCS 5/5-1101; and 

WHEREAS, Public Act 093-0992 is effective as of January 1,2005. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED ORDAINED . AS FOLLOWS: 

Beginning on January March 1, 2005, the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Cook 
County is authorized to collect a $10.00 fee to be paid by the defendant on a 
judgment of guilty or a grant of supervision under Section 5-9-1 of the Unified 
Code of Corrections. Such fee is to be placed in the county general fund and 
used to finance the county mental health court.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, the FY2004 Budget mandated a study of the legal and operational 
requirements to establish physical standards for the hiring and the continued 
employment of Cook County’s law enforcement personnel; and 

WHEREAS, the Mikva Commission advised improved physical fitness for 
members of the Chicago Fire Department; and 

WHEREAS, the Chicago Fire Department is now implementing a new Health 
and Fitness program designed to improve the physical fitness for fire fighting 
personnel; and 
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WHEREAS, the study of legal and operational requirements to establish 
physical standards for the hiring and the continued employment of Cook 
County’s law enforcement personnel was completed in August 2004 and 
advised that promulgation of physical standards for the law enforcement 
personnel employed by Cook County would be subject to collective bargaining 
under the Illinois Labor Relations Act; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County employs over 5,200 sworn officers and virtually all of 
them belong to a union; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County would have to bargain with each of the unions over 
the creation and implementation of such a program, and if the county were 
unable to reach agreement with each of these unions it would have to be 
submitted for a decision to an Arbitrator who would have the authority to 
determine whether the County would be allowed to implement such a program; 
now, therefore 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the Board of Commissioners of Cook County urge the 
Administration and the Sheriff of Cook County to negotiate appropriate physical 
standards for sworn personnel of the Cook County Sheriff’s Department in its 
contracts with the unions representing sworn officers.
